We note frooi a long arliole in tbo 
Toronto Globe of the 28th ultimo, tliat 
the Hon. Mr- Yoang has been advo- 
cating the cultiug adrift of the North 
American Provinces from the mother 
country. Wo cannot penetrate to the 
motives of Mr. Young, but hi« argu- 
montB in favor of Ihu cbango u^o ex- 
tremely wealc. Wo think witb tlio 
Globe that bo is no Iriond lo Canada 
in distracting tbo pullic inind when bo 
many public moasuros aro being con■^ 
sidered and require all tbo nationul 
intelligenco and palrotifiui brought to 
bear on ihom before ihcy become law. 
Mr. Yonng com plains of tbo toJie 
adopted io the House of Commons by 
certain honorable members, in roliitian 
to Canada, and thinks the Dominion 
phould Blaod on its dignity, as it is quite 
able and willing to provide for iiself. 
We need not attempt to show the 
childish follacy of Mr. Young's prom- 
ises ; tbey ate ably scattered to the 
winds by the Globe, but wo may remark 
that Mr. Young's posiliou reminds iis 
of a wayward boy who, liclting ut ibo 
parental curb, is prepared to perpotraiu 
any folly, although il might aflorwiirds 
give him cause for biiicr ref^ret. >Vere 
the arguments of Mr. Young teufold 
stronger than they are, they could have 
na effect in bringing about tbo end he 
proposes, we will not say desires ((or 
bis illogioal arguments, if urguinonts 
they can be called, savour very much ol 
a desire to leel tbo public pulsf) bo^ 
cause Canada cannot spare the mother 
country yet. The Dominion has mauy 
little iavors to obtain from the old 
country, which the latter would only be 
too glad of a decent excuse for refusing, 
and tht.t excuse wonld be fumi.Hhed by 
the apparent desire for separation. It 
is a nice sort of thing to be dignified, 
but it is not wiso to pay too much lor 
the luxury. Independence and IVeedoru 
aro two high-sounding words, but we 
have only to look atour noighbouns in the 
Utiled States to bo convinced that poo- 
pie may pay too dear lor their whistles. 
Canada at tbia moment is the most high- 
ly favored country in the world Sho has 
all the advantages of a coiiBtiluiional moii' 
archy without any of its disadvantages, 
or contributing one cent towards its sup- 
port. She has all the advantages of a re 
public without any of the corruption or 
laxity of morals that seems to bo conncc 
ted with the name. Shi >s the most 
ligbtlv taxed notionality on the face of 
the earth, and has all her foreign policy 
duly attended to for her free of expense; 
and in the event of any rupture, the onus 
would al" fall upon England. We are 
qnito certain that onr readers require no 
further conviction on that bead, ^^ e 
aee, neveiiheless, much advantage as likely 
to flow IrotD the public discuBsion of ttie 
qnestloD, as it brings more clearly .to the 
miods of CsDBdioDS the teltttiooBbip actually 
exi»tinR with the Mother CouDlrj, ami the 
readiness of the Ut'er to consider lavorably 
ao; desire on the part of ibe Domir.ion u. 
■et up for itself. We think when that tuct 
becomes thoroughly impreased rn the mind.- 
of oar eastern btc:liren it will s.ive tbenn 
from the lerious luimake of looking at the 
connection as irksome and somelbm- to bo 
got rid of at the earliest poHsible cnomenl. 
"Werocomraend, on the contrary, lh»t every 
eOort be made to ii;!;bien the bonds that bind 
England and Canada together; any slaoker.- 
ing ol those ties will be a sad miflforluDe lor 
Canada. There are powerlul ioteresla that 
would bo seived by giving her tho gc-by in 
the formatioD of the lutare highway lo the 
east; the valley or the EnpbraieB is beiop 
Bltoagly urged as the proper roa'e lor a rail- 
way. We do not think that «ncb a Eehcme 
could be carried out ; hni i( Unt^li-l' eapiml. 
isIS began to think that Cun«dii,n.< wi.re hik :- 
warm in their loyally or doiibUul in tb( ir 
bonetty, they would ceri.inly not invest their 
money in the I)oinit,ion, and it woul.l do 
much lo divert ihoir aitrfotion to oihcr lines ol 
oommunication with India and China.
